Mastic Varnish. Mastic is a soft resin yield- 
ing, a brilliant, hard, colorless varnish which 
flows better on the surface than most other var- 
nishes. It is one good result of the varnish as 
made to cover oil paintings that when the paint- 
ing becomes aged, and the varnish tarnished by 
smoke and dirt, a gentle rubbing of the hand 
will fetch it all off in dust, leaving the colors 
perfectly clean as when first painted. It is a 
resinous substance in the form of tears, of a 
pale yellow color and farinacious appearance, 
having little smell and a bitter taste. It flows 
naturally from the tree, but this process is 
accelerated by making incisions in the bark. 
Pure alcohol and oil of turpentine dissolve it, 
1 he residue taking the form of caoutchouc. 
An agreeable odor is given out by mastic 
when heated. 

To Paint on Silk Gauze. Having 
stretched the gauze lay on it a coat of gelatine 
dissolved in warm water. For the outline of 
the drawing use a mixture of Prussian blue 
and Indian ink mixed with gum. All the water 
colors should be mixed with gum for ease of 
execution. Water colors alone, however, will 
suffice. One stroke only should be given and 
not laid on too thickly. 

One of the useful practical suggestions of the 
Weirer Jiauindustriezeitung is that an excellent 
paint for walls may be made by dissolving, with 
the aid of a moderate heat, one part of parafnne 
in two or three parts of heavy oil of creosote. 
The solution should be thick when cold, but not 
solid. In use the can containing it should be 
set in warm water, so that the paint may be 
liquid, and flow freely from the brush, and the 
walls should not be too cold. For brick walls 
exposed to dampness, or liable to become soaked 
by driving rains, this forms a useful application, 
either on the inside or the outside. 

Blemishes in Furniture. To conceal blem- 
ishes in furniture, take four ounces of scraped 
bees-wax and moisten thoroughly with turpen- 
tine ; add to a quarter of an ounce of powdered 
resin enough India red to produce a deep 
mahogany color. Stir all the ingredients 
thoroughly together and apply the paste where 
needed. 

Steel Color on Brass. A steel color is de- 
veloped on brass by using a boiling solution of 
arsenic chloride, while a careful application of 
a concentrated solution of sodium sulphide 
causes a blue coloration. 

To Fix Chalk Drawings. Draw your work 
through a weak solution of isinglass. When 
evenly and carefully wetted, hang up to dry. 

Bust in Screws. To prevent screws from 
becoming fixed and rusted, make a mixture of 
graphite and oil, which will facilitate the tight- 
ening of them up, reducing the friction in the 
sockets, and protecting them for years from 
rust. 

Paint on Window Glass. Paint or mortar 
can be removed fronl glass by the use of strong 
hot vinegar.

Solvents of Copal. Copal varnish may be 
prepared by pouring upon the purest lump 
copal, reduced to a fine mass in a mortar, color- 
less spirits of turpentine to about one-third 
higher than the copal, and triturating the mix- 
ture occasionally in the course of the day. Next 
morning it may be poured off into a bottle for 
use. Successive portions of oil of turpentine 
may thus be worked with the same. Oil of lav- 
ender is 6tated to be alone a solvent of copal, 
which is probably owing to the camphor con- 
tained in the former. Camphorated oil of tur- 
pentine will also dissolve copal, but a mixture 
of camphor and alcohol effects it more readily. 

To Remove Old Paint. Slake three pounds 
of quick lime' in water and add one pound of 
pearlash, making the whole into the consistence 
of paint. Lay this over the old work with a 
brush, and let it remain from twelve to fourteen 
hours, when the paint will be easily scraped off.
